At a recent meeting of the Catholic 


bishops of Pennsylvania it was decid- 
ed that a new diocese should be form- 
ed in the vicinity of Altoona from par- 
ishes now under the jurisdiction of 
Bishop Phelan, of Pittsburg, and Bish- 
op Shanahan, of Harrisburg. The new 
jurisdiction will comprise the counties 
of Cambria, Huntingdon, 
Somerset, 


Bedford, Blair, Centre, Clinton and 
Fulton. To compensate the diocese of 
Darrisburg for the loss, Schuylkill and 
Carbon counties will be added to its 
territory. 
Altoona, the future seat of 


the 
new 
bishop, 
contains 
four 


Catholic churches, each possessing a 
large parochial school, under the care 
of the Sisters and Franciscan Brothers 
It is not known when the determina- 
tion of the bishops will be put into 
effect, but the limits of the new dio- 
cese will likely be fixed before the end 
of the winter. On whose head will 
rest the mitre of the new see has not 
been announced, but among those like- 
ly to receive the honor are the Rev. 
Morgan Sheedy, of Altpona, Dr. 'Gar- 
vey, of the Scranton diocese, and two 
prominent pastors of Philadelphia.

"the year of the stars" signified a dis- 
aster of big dimensions When Clo- 
taire died, 516 A. D., the inhabitants of 
the earth that saw the falling stars lay 
down and groveled in terror The next 
heard of "the year of the stars" was in 
902 when Inbrahim Ben Ahmet, king 
of the Moors, passed from his throne 
to his casket. The Orientalist thought 
that in ascent to Paradise he was spill- 
ing jewels on the way. Bin Ahmet 
must have arrived in a poverty-strick- 
en condition, for the accounts tell of 
the falling of thousands of gems. He 
must have lost all he had. 


And this brings the matter to where 


a truth must be told. It is that in 
"the year of the stars" it isn't always 
the same side of the earth that is treat- 
ed to the display. Sometimes it's the 
Occident, but quite as often it has been 
the Orient; so, after all, there may be 
no show. But certain scientific men of 
Harvard and other institutions of learn- 
ing have made research and calcula 
tion that lead them to believe that the

are called Leonids, because they do 
business in the constellation of Leo, 
or the Lion.

In these days when the average Re- 


publican is stretching everything to 
prove that the result of the late elec- 
tions was an endorsement of the policy 
of imperialism, there is a. pointer for 
them in the plain words of that plain 
man, Senator MeCumber, of North Da- 
kota, who is now in Washington. He 
said that the people of his state were 
in favor of expansion as applied to de- 
velopment of trade, but that they did 
not understand it to mean imperialism 
and an immense standing army, and 
would not support such a construction 
of it. 


There is much protestingon the part 


of many Republican senators and repre- 
sentatives against the programme that 
Secretary Gage and other radical gold 
men have arranged—to have the eomi og- 
session of congress enact a law placing 
the country upon a single gold stand- 
ard.

treasury. Most Democrats hope that 
Gage's programme will be carried out;

Rumored Fall of Ladysmith. 


A despatch from London, Eng., No- 


vember 11 says: "The Paris Matin an- 
nounces that Ladysmith, where the 
Boers have for three weeks kept Gen- 
eral White's army besieged, has fallen. 
The report receives no credence here, 
but in view of the absence of news 
since November 9, when heavy fighting 
was reported, causes the gravest anxi- 
ety. The last report came through Pre- 
toria and said that at daybreak on last 
Thursday heavy cannonading started 
at Ladysmith and that some of the Boci 
forces were within 1,500 yards of 
the British when the cannonading 
ceased 
and 
rifle fire 
commenced. 


There is no good reason to doubt the 
Pretoria despatch, as the Boer news 
has nearly always proved true. The 
despatch implies, it is believed, that a 
general assault was pending on Lady- 
smith, Joubert making a last effort to 
overwhelm the town before it could be 
relieved. This version is further con- 
firmed by General White's last pigeon- 
post despatch, assumed to have been 
sent on November 9, announcing a re- 
newal of the bombardment. Since then 
nothing has been heard except rumors 
from Esteonrt, that the bombardment 
was suspended on November 10." 


The Charleston Wrecked. 


The United States cruiser Charles- 


ton, which had been patrolling the 
northern coast of Luzon, was wrecked 
on a reef off the northwest coast No- 
vember 7. All on board were saved. 
The vessel ran aground near Vigan on 
a hidden reef, with thirty-five fathoms 
of water on both sides. She worked 
her machinery for two days and nightsl 
in trying to get afloat. A typhoon 
arose. The crew were compelled to 
take to their boats and seek refuge on 
a small island fire miles away. The 
natives are friendly.

His 4,908 Fourth-Class Poitofflces—Stuli- 


tloB From Other States. 


Fourth Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
ral John L. Bdstow in his annual 
eport announ«es that during the past 
fiscal year 14,00-i postmasters were 
appointed, 13,523 being fourth-class 
and the remainder presidential. The 
otal number of new postoffic^s es 
ablished during the year was 2,935; 
discontinued, 1,505.

Pennsylvania 
there were 116 


.residential postmasters appointed, in 
Ohio 00, in West Virginia 10. Four 
been offices in Pennsylvania became 
presidential, 11 in Ohio and one in 
West 
Virginia. 
Four 
presidential 


postmasters died in Pennsylvania dur- 
ng their term of service, two in Ohio 
nd one in West Virginia. 
During the 


ear 103 fourth-class postoffices were 


established in 
Pennsylvania, 62 in 


Ohio and 71 in West Virginia. Thi re 
were 52 fourth-class postoffices discon 
inued in Pennsylvania, 47 in Ohio anc 
10 in West Virginia. At the close o 
the year the report shows that there 
were 208 presidential postoffices 
in 


Pennsylvania, 214 in Ohio and 38 in 
West Virginia. 
There was an increase 


of 14 presidential postmasters in Penn 
sylvania over last year. The reporl 
shows that there were 4,908 fourth 
class postotiices in Pennsylvania at the 
end of the year, 3,184 in Ohio and 1,85 
in West Virginia. Pennsylvania ranks 
first in the number of fourth-clac 


postoffices, with Ohio fourth and Wes 
Virginia fifteenth.

TREATY WITH THE SULTAN. 


QllText of the Document Under Which 


SUaveiy and Polygamy are Protected. 
Following is tbe treaty made by the 
cKiuley administration 
with 
the 


nltanof Sula: 
Agreement between Brigadier-Gen- 
ral John C. Bates, representing the 
nited States, of the one part, and his 
iglmess, the sultan of Suln, the dato 
ajah Muda, the dato Attik, the dato 
.alki and the dato Joakanain, of the 
ther part; it being understood that 
his agreement will be in force only 
hen approved by the governor-gen- 
ral of the Philippine islands and con- 
fined by the president of the United 
tates, and will be subjected to future 


modifications by tbe mutual consent of 
he parties in interest. 
Article 1 —The sovereignty of the 
nited States over the whole archipel- 
go of Sulu and its dependencies is de- 
ared and acknowledged. 
Article 2.—The United States flag 


will be used in the archipelago of Sulu 


ad its dependencies on land and sea. 
Article 3.—The rights and dignities 
f bis highnesi, the sultan, and bis 


,tDs shall be fully respected; the 


Moros shall not be interfered with on 


.•onnt of their religion; all their 


eliifious customs shall be respected, 
id no one shall be persecuted on ac- 
ount of his religion. 
Article 4.—While the United States 
,ay occupy aid control such points in 
ae archipelag > of Sulu as public inter 
st seems to demand, encroachment 
ill not be made upon tbe lands im- 


mediately about the residence of his 


ighness, the sultan, unless military 
.eeessity requires the occupation in 
ase of war with a foreign power; and, 
here the property of individuals is 
'ten, due compensation will be made 


n each case. 


Any person can purchase land in the 


archipelago of Sulu and hold the same 
iy obtaining the consent of the sultan 
and coming to a satisfactory agree- 
ment with the o vner of the land; and 
uch purchase shall immediately be 
egistered in the proper office of the 
Initad States government. 


Article 5 —All trade in domestic pro- 


ducts of the archipelago of Sulu when 
carried on by the sultan and his people 
with any part of tbe Philippine islands 
and when conducted under the Ameri- 
can flag shall be free, unlimited and 
un-lutiable. 


Article 6 —The sultan of Sulu shall 


be allowed to communicate direct to 
the governor-general of the Philippine 
slands in making complaint, agains 
ihe commanding officer of Sulu or 
against any naval commander. 


Article 7.—The introduction of fire 


arms and war material is forbidden 
except under specific authority of th 
governor-general of the Philippines. 


Article 8.—Piracy must be suppress 


ed, and the sultan and his datos agree 
to heartily co-operate with the Unitec 
States authorities to that end, and to 
make every possible effort to arres 
and bring to justice all persons engag 
ed in piracy. 


Article 9 —When crimes and offense, 


are committed by Moros against Jloro 
the government of the sultan wil 
bring to trial and punishment the 
criminals offending, who will be de 
livered to the government of the sultan 
by the United States if in their pos 
session.

charged with crimes or offenses wil 
be delivered to the United State

SEW YORK, November 14 —The news 


from the Transvaal of the tremendous 
British disaster has kept the city at 
lever heat during the past week. From 
the island of Manhattan to the city of 
Albany and sixty miles beyond there 
has been a strong and decided element 
in favor oi the Dutch—the greater part 
of the population two hundred and 
fifty years ago nursed a hardy and rug- 
ged people, in whose veins flowed as 
V.ue and imperial a current as ever 
was in the veins of belted knight or 
crowned king. 
Though in our days 


its name has not cut a great figure in 
history, it is not the first time that 
these hardy Dutchmen locked horns 
with the British, but in the most des- 
perate straits and fearful sacrifices, 
such as those which met the blood- 
stained Duke of Alva on her border, 
and when, unable to maintain her 
liberty, rather than submit to this 
brutal invader, cut the dykes for hun- 
dreds of miles and gave their homes 
back to the dominion of the sea. For 
the maintenance of a nation's liberty 
history records no similar sacrifice. 
Traversed in every portion by canals 
in summer, their placid roads were 
found upon the water, and in winter, 
when Holland was ice-bound in every 
part, the smooth surfaces of her frozen 
roads afforded a pleasant and easy 
method of reaching the market in 
every portion of the nation. Generally 
poor, bnt of industrious and frugal 
habit, labor was ever looked upon as 
honorable, and Holland sought to bet- 
ter the condition of her people by 
seeking new and distant lands. Two 
hundred years ago the Dutch were the 
most venturesome explorers of that 
time. 


No difficulty affrighted them, no 


danger appalled them; brave beyond 
all question, and of an honesty that 
left its impress on Holland's posterity 
down to the present time. 
In New 


York the names are still common 
which tell of their Dutch origin. The 
Van Kensselaers, Vanderhoofs, Stuyve- 
sants, Vanderbilts, Van Zandts and 
scores of others have left their indeli- 
ble impress upon the age and body of 
the time. History records among its 
greatest naval heroes the name of Van 
Tromp, who swept the English chan- 
nel with a broom fastened to the top 
of his mainmast, emblematic, as the 
doughty old admiral would say, "Of 
how 1 swept those Britons from the 
sea." 


In South Africa the British have en- 


countered one of their most disastrous 
defeats in the 
wild 
and ru 


land that lies between the Transvaal 
and the Orange Free State. 
Every 


foot of that land had been bought and 
paid for by stern old Dutch blood, 
with tremendous sacrifice and suffer- 
ing, and will be maintained until the 
last drop of its blood is mingled with 
the soil it now defends. The barbarian 
had been driven back foot by foot and 
no step of retreat was ever made by 
the British from the first hour of its 
settlement. It is difficult to tell to-day 
in what part of the globe the feelings 
of our people are most interested in, 
but on the first announcement of Eng- 
lish 
disaster one 
could 
scarcely 


realize whether he was in London or 
New York, for we, too, have much 
fighting to defend our new possession 
and a new army of thirty-five thousand 
men will help to give us a firm footing 
in Luzon, the grandest island of the 
Philippine group. The new recruits 
are hurrying through our streets and 
ships of every kind are in great de- 
mand to transport the great army to 
our new possession. 
At home here 


things are passingly tranquil; the 
theaters are crowded, the concert halls 
are full to the doors and the prize fight 
can be enjoyed by all comers for from 
two to twenty-five dollars a seat. 


Such a disgusting and terrible spec- 


tacle ! The morning after the fight 
every elevated or surface car brought 
thousands of workers to their daily toil 
and almost every passenger had his or 
lier paper containing an account of the 
battle, and it was as good as a panora- 
ma to see the absorbing play of the 
features of the readers when they saw 
the account of the terrible left bander 
that almost knocked the champion out. 


The fight all through was furious 


and savage, the blows vicious and 
sit>le for the big di 


wicked. 
We have a law in this state ufacturcrs enjoy. 


which makes prize fighting a felony 
and to leave the state for the purpose 
of engaging in a prize fight or a duel 
is a crime of equal caliber. 


Forty or fifty years ago this city was 


ruled by prizi fighters. It was in the 
golden days of Yankee Sullivan, John 
Heenan, John Morrissey, whom the 
city of New York sent to congress, 
and Paudeen, who was killed in the 
"Pewter Mng," a notorious thieves' 
and sluggers' den, right under the site 
of the present New York Tribune office. 
Saeh was the condition of things when 
John Morrissey led his hosts to the 
assault and Josiah Kynders, at the 
head of his Empire club, was a terror 
to all outside politicians who did not 
wear a gilded collar of the ring. 


Then follows a long list of these 


members of the lesser New York, of 
which William M. Tweed was a bright 
and shining light, but whose ultimate 
end closed in sorrow and ruin. It was 
he who answered, when questioned of 
his crimes, "What are you going to do 
about it?" These words are quoted in 
the after time as a motto which define 
his class and which he stood by many 
a time till, at last, he found out what 
an indignant people can do when vil- 
lainy seeks to subvert the constitu- 
tional rights of a people which these 
harpies were sworn to defend. Years 
after, from time to time, the two op- 
posite parties met, one of the parties 
being sworn to win at any cost. 
At 


length came the day of reckoning, and 
the entire supreme bench fell beneath 
the headsman's ax; the blood of a 
righteous community was all anam'i 
and those who had the city's welfare 
at heart hunted the criminals down 
like vermin and scattered them to the 
four winds of heaven. 
But, while 


these legends of the olden time may 
serve to point a moral or adorn a tale, 
it is with the battle of to-day that we 
have \f> do, and by superior judgment, 
and, I hope, by superior example, it 
becomes our duty to lead the people 
back to-the point where the fathers of 
the republic left them; where poverty,

The success of these plantations, 


when compared with the more numer- 
ous failures, proves the great need for 
practical experience, combined with 
wide and accurate knowledge, in grow- 
ing forest trees in the west. 


The forest plantation at the Agricul- 


tural college. Brookings, S. D., of 
which an interior view is given in the 
first cut, Illustrates what may be ac- 
complished iu a few years on the open 
prairies of that state. This is a mixed 
plantation, 12 years old, of birch, black 
cherry, green ash aud white elm. 


The second cut shows a tj plcul view 


of a young forest plantation two years 
after" planting. The plot on the left is 
a mixucl planting of box elder, oak, 
white elm, green ash and black lo- 
cust. The plot on the right is set to 
Russian mulberry, oat, white elm, 
black locust, honey locust, gieuu ash 
and box elder. 
This plantation is at 


Logan, Utah. 


It is not reasonable to suppose that 


forest tree culture can be made a direct 
source of great financial profit In the 
arid regions, but if it cannot bring in 
important sums it can save the farmer 
very considerable expenditures by sup- 
plying material which he would other- 
wise have to buy. The indirect value, 
too, 
of well established groves, wood 


lots, shelter belts and wind breaks in 
the protection which they afford is of 
the first importance. Such plantations, 
in addition to being of direct use for 
fuel, fence posts and material for many 
miscellaneous farm ust's. nru Invalu- 
able in providing protection for crops, 
orchards, stock and farm buildings. 


One of thi-' most important indirect 


services of forest plantations, and one 
rarely taken into consideration, is the 
increased murket value of a well wood- 
cd farm on the pr.tlrie lands of the 
west over one without timber. Conserv- 
ative estimates made' on the ground 
Indicate that the farms of eastern and 
central Kansas and Nebraska that 
have well developed plantations of I'or- 
"est trees upon them, cither in the form 
of wood lots, shelter belts or wind 
breaks, arc worth more per acre than 
farms without them. 


In nearly the whole of the broad 


prairie belt extending from the wood- 
ed regions to longitude 100 degrees 
west and leacliiug from North Da- 
kota to Texas trees may be grown 
with varying success. In the west-

Sometimes it is left too long in the 
Held. The fall rains come on and the 
lower puds become saturated, heavy, 
tasteless, valueless. It is worse yet if 
they be left till too late in the season 
and the leaves become stripped off by 
the winds and scattered and inauy of 
the stocks trodden into the soil. 


Of course, the best practice is to put 


the cornstalks under good shelter In 
sheas or barns. The next best thing Is 
to stack them. 
Every farmer knows 


how to do this with butts outward and 
the stack so built as to shed the rain. 
A stake in the middle Is a good plan. 
Care should be had to have the corn- 
stalks dry ami to do the stacking on a 
dry sunshiny day. and tlie sooner the 
stocks are cared for after harvest- 
ing the corn Ihe better. All these cau- 
tions will seem useless to a careful

Postmaster-General Smith has issued 


1 he f ollowin g genera 1 order in conf ormi- 
'y with arecentcabinet decision. Ithas 
the general effect of removing all cus- 
tom and postal restrictions 
in the 


transportation of mailable merchan- 
dise from any of the American insular 
p-ssessions: 


"In pursuance of the president's 


order of November 4, 1809, unsealed 
packages and parcels of mailable mat- 
ter containing only articles designed 
as gifts or souvenirs, and with no com 
mercial purpose and not for sale, sen 
by persons in the United States servic 
military, naval or civil) in Porto Ric 
3uam, the Philippine island?, Hawa 
or Cuba, to members of their famil;. 
n the United States, and unseale 
iaekages of mailable matter of th 
ame personal character, sent from th 
United States to officers, soldiers, sai 
rs and others in the public service i 
aid islands, shall be transmitte 
through the mails and delivered sub 
jeet only to domestic postal rates an 
regulations, provided, that no sucl 
package shall exceed four pounds in 
weight and each shall be indorsed on 
the outside, in a conspicuous place 
with the word "Gift" or "Souvenir," o 
the equivalent thereof; and that when 
sent from said islands to the Uniter 
States each sueh package shall be so 
marked as to show the branch of the 
service to which the sender belongs
